They ſeek a worthy rival through the field: 
But of that mighty multitude, none dares 
The champion face, or draw the gauntlets on. 
Elate, as deeming all refign'd the prize, 
He ſtood before Æneas' feet, nor more 
Ling'ring, the ſteer faſt ſeizes by the horn, 
While thus he ſpeaks: O Goddeſs born! If none
